U. S. ATTITUDE ON 
DEBTS, DISCUSSED 


London Parley Today Is Pre- 
liminary to Brussels“Con- 
ference, Which Is P 

to Bring Effective Solution 
of Reparations Problem. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec: 9.—Premier Poin- 


care, towards the close of the first 
session of the conference of Allied 
Premiers here today, is understood 
to have said that France would con- 
sent to a moratorium of two years 
for Germany if certain ¢conomic. 
guarantees accompanied it. 

These guarantees, briefly, were 
the economic control of the Rhine- 


land and partial occupation of the 
Ruhr district with about one di- 
vision of troops to collect the cus- 
toms of the coal output. wn 

It is understood M. Poincare 
pointed out to the other Premiers 
that these guarantees were in no 
way to be regarded as military aec- 
tion against Germany, but simply 
lags temporary economic measures £0 
insure carrying out the necessary fi- 


the moratorium. 

The Premiers held a two-hour se3- 
sion this morning. The heads of ail 
four delegaticns—British, French, 
Italian and: Belgian—addressed the 
gathering, Premier Poincare of 
France holding the floor the longest. 
While Premier Poincare was report- 
ed fiot to have reached the point of 
definite proposals, he declared the 
reparation question had arrived at a 
stage where something radical had 
to be done. He appeared, he said, 
to discuss with the others what ac- 
tion should be taken. France’s great 
interests, he insisted, must be recog- 
nized. 

The Premiers devoted much. time 
‘o discussion of the attitude of the 
United States with respect to the 
nilied debts, it was learned: after the 
conference had adjourned for the 
day. Regarding cancellations, Pre- 
mier Poincare of France said he was 
willing that the German indemnity 
he reduced to 40,000,000 gold marks, 
provided. England ecanceled Frances 
debt to her and France be given @ 
larger percentage of cash payments.
